NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES*  Summary  (including  non-civilian  oases). 

The  following  cases  were  notified:-  Dysentery  (Sonne)  5j 
Erysipelas  llj  Malaria  (recurrent)  1;  Measles  24j  Meningitus 
(Meningococcal)  2;  Pneumonia  (Acute  Primary)  15;  Pneumonia 
(Influenzal)  4;  Scarlet  Fever  6;  Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary)  5; 
Tuberculosis  (Non-pulmonary ) 2;  Vi/hooping  Cough  25* 

Dysentery » Three  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Dorset  Mental 
Hospital. 

Measles.  The  cases  were  mainly  in  ViTinterborne  St  .Martin,  Cerne 
Abbas  and  Piddlehinton. 

Meningitis . Both  cases  were  non-civilians. 

Pneumonia.  Five  of  the  cases  occurred  at  the  Dorset  Mental 
Hospital . 

Scarlet  Fever.  Two  cases  were  non-civilians.  The  other  four 

cases  were  sporadic  ones  at  V'Joodsford,  Maiden  Newton, 
Higher  Melcombe  and  Winterborne  St .Martin.  None  were 
associated  with  any  particular  milk  supply  or  school. 

Vifho oping  Cough.  There  wore  twenty-five  cases  mainly  at  Cattistock, 
Buckland  Newton,  Vifest  Knighton  and  Broadmayne. 
IMMNISATION  AGAINST  DIPTHERIA . With  regard  to  children  of  under 
school  age  immunisation  has  now  become  a responsibility  of  the 
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Dorset  Co'unt3r  Council.  Arrangements  are  made  with  the  local 
medical  practitioners  to  carry  out  the  immunisation  of  children 
of  school  age.  During  the  year  138  children  under  5 years  of  age 
and  13  children  of  over  5 years  of  age  were  immunised  as  primary 
cases.  There  were  also  15  children  who  were  given  reinforcing  doses.

The  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a new 
water  supply  for  Osmington  has  now  been  carried  out. 

With  the  exception  of  the  mentioned  Parishes  the  water 
supply  generally  has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality 
and  quantity,  although  the  very  wot  weather  experienced  at  the 
latter  end  of  the  year  gave  rise  to  many  adverse  bac terlalogical 
reports  on  water. 

Some  of  these  referred  to  the  Public  Supply  at  Maiden 
Newton.  These  reports  were  brought  before  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  installation  of  a Ghloraminat ing  Plant  was 
recommended  by  me. 

mh-ore  unsatisfactory  reports  wore  received,  the  officers 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  inspected  the  sources  of  supply 
and  advised  the  owners  on  methods  that  should  be  adopted  for 
improving  the  quantity  of  the  water.  This  was  followed  up  by 
taking  further  samples  of  the  water. 

Samples  from  Public  Supplie s_^ 

During  the  year  there  wore  4 adverse  reports  on  the  bacterio- 
logical analysis  of  water  from  Maiden  Newton  waterworks. 

All  the  samples  taken  both  before  and  after  chloramlnation 
from  Porston  Pumping  Station  were  quite  satisfactory.
